SBC  CP  down  for  month 


NASHVILLE,  Tn.  (BP)  —  Contributions  throimh  the  Southern  Baptist 
Convention  (SBC)  Cooperative  Program  (CP)  for  October  were  $15,886,643, 
3.7%,  or  $618,229,  below  the  $16,504,872  given  in  September,  and  eight  per¬ 
cent,  or  $1,376,530,  below  the  $17,263,173  received  in  October  2004,  accoraing 
to  a  news  release  from  SBC  Executive  Committee  President  and  Chirf 
Executive  Officer  Morris  H.  Chapman.  Designated  giving  in  October  2005 
reached  $3,552,248,  or  $350,811  (10.1%)  more  than  October  2W4.  When  the  SBC 
fiscal  year  ended  in  S^teml^r,  the  2004-05  contributions  exceeded  the 
approved  budget  by  $12,496,729,  and  because  of  budget  actions  taken  in 
September,  the  extra  amount  will  be  redirected  to  meet  extraordinary  hurri¬ 
cane  recovery  rieeds  of  Southern  Baptists.  The  Cooperative  Program  is 
Southern  Baptists'  method  of  supporting  missions  and  ministry  efforts  of  state 
and  regional  conventions  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The 
Cooperative  Program  total  includes  receipts  from  individuals,  churches,  state 
conventions,  and  fellowships  for  distribution  according  to  the  2005-06 
Cooperative  Program  Allocation  Budget  as  approved  by  messengers  to  the 
2005  SBC  annual  meeting  in  Nashville. 
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With  the  Mississippi  Legislature's 
passage  of  House  Bill  45  and 
Governor  Haley  Barbour's  signa¬ 
ture  affirming  the  measure, 
Mississippians  were  led  to  believe  that 
legalized  gambling  along  the  Gulf  Coast 
would  be  limited  to  an  inland  expansion 
of  800  feet.  Mississippians  were  al^  led  to 
believe  that  the  800-feet  limit  was  all  that 
the  tough  negotiators  in  the  Legislature 
would  allow  the  gamblers,  and  that  tak¬ 
ing  such  a  hard  line  would  keep 
casinos  on  a  tight  leash. 

Mississippians  were  of 
course  hoodwinked,  this  time 
by  a  large  group  of  craven  legis¬ 
lators  and  a  governor  bent  on 
granting  virtually  every  item  on 
tne  gamblers'  gin  list.  Following 
are  just  a  couple  of  examples. 

When  is  800  feet 
not  800  feet? 

House  Bill  45  indeed  limits 
inland  casino  expansion  to  800 
feet  —  but  pro-gambling  politi¬ 
cians  have  a  much  different  way 
of  counting  800  feet.  House  Bill  45 
excludes  from  the  800-feet  count 
any  easements  and  rights  of  way 
for  public  streets  and  highways. 
That  means  the  gamblers,  as  they  march 
northward,  can  exclude  from  their  800-feet 
count  all  of  Highway  90  and  all  t^ie  high¬ 
way's  rights  of  way  and  easements.  House 
Bill  45  also  excludes  easements  and  rights 
of  way  for  public  streets,  so  the  gamblers 
can  just  jump  over  dty  streets  that  are  in 
their  way  without  counting  the  footage. 

The  result,  of  course,  is  mat  the  gamblers 
can  site  their  inland  casinos  well  more  than 
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800  literal  feet.  House  Bill  45  also  requires 
that  only  the  gambling  hall  has  to  be  with¬ 
in"  the  legislature's  liberal  800-feet  count. 
Any  other  developments,  such  as  hotels, 
golf  courses,  water  parks,  and  other  casino- 
owned  attractions,  can  stretch  as  far  beyond 
the  800-feet  limit  as  necessary  to  funnel  the 
most  people  into  the  gambling  hall. 

I-IO,  here  we  come! 

House  Bill  45  stipulates  that  the  gam¬ 
blers  can  move  inland  800  feet  or  to  the 
southern  boundary  of  Highway  90, 
"whichever  is  greater."  However,  the 
loopholes  inserted  into  the  bill  are  big 
enough  to  drive  a  casino  through.  One  of 
the  many  generous  gifts  to  the  gambling 
industry  included  in  the  bill  names  the 
shorelines  of  the  Mississippi  Sound,  St. 
Louis  Bay,  Biloxi  Bay,  ana  Pascagoula 
Bay,  as  boundaries  from  which  the  casi¬ 
nos  can  begin  counting  off  their  800  feet. 

Why  is  mat  such  an  important  stipula¬ 
tion?  A  quick  check  of  the  map  above,  or 
any  other  map  of  the  Mississippi  Gulf 
Coast,  reveals  that  this  simple  little  leg¬ 


islative  plum,  when  combined  with  the 
800-feet  limit  (by  legislators'  counting, 
that  is)  will  place  casinos  closer  to 
Interstate  10  than  the  gamblers  ever 
dreamed  possible.  Remember,  only  the 
gambling  halls  have  to  be  within  800 
feet,  not  the  amenities  and  amuse¬ 
ments  owned  by  the  casinos. 


Space  limitations  don't  permit  a 
review  of  the  many  other  gambler- 
friendly  provisions  of  House  Bill  45, 
including  an  exemption  from  crimi¬ 
nal  prosecution  for  those  caught 
wagering  on  dog  fights.

ill  S^tatus,  and  following  the  screens  to 
House  Bill  45  at  All  Measures  under  Fifth 
Extraordinary  Session. 

If  your  legislator  voted  for  House  Bill 
45,  ask  him/her  why  they  worked  so  hard 
to  fill  the  gamblers'  gift  list.  Every  legisla¬ 
tor  had  access  to  House  Bill  45  before  they 
voted  on  it.  They  knew  about  the  slick 
800-feet  trick  and  they  knew  about  the 
sweetheart  deal  with  the  shorelines  of  the 
three  bays  and  the  Mississippi  Sound. 

If  any  one  of  the  pro-gamoling  legisla¬ 
tors  professes  not  to  have  known  what 
was  m  the  bill,  that  means  he/she  did 
not  read  the  bill  before  voting  on  it.  If 
they  admit  to  reading  the  Dill,  that 
means  they  understood  they  were  giving 
aw^  south  Mississippi  to  the  gamolers. 
^  The  same  goes  for  Governor  Barbour, 
who  signed  Ffouse  Bill  45  into  law  as  soon 
as  he  could  arrange  the  photo  opportunity. 

Did  our  leaders  know  what  was  in 
House  Bill  45,  or  not?  Either  way,  the  peo¬ 
ple  of  Mississippi  came  out  the  big  losers.

Lessons  from  the 
Autumnal  Equinox 

On  the  calendar  the  arrival  of 
autumnal  equinox  is  September 
23  are  thereabouts,  but  it  does¬ 
n't  happen  that  way.  I  like  fall, 
but  I  must  confess  it  is  not  my 
favorite  season  of  the  year.  1 
guess  if  I  would  rank  the  sea¬ 
sons,  it  would  probably  come  in 
fourth.  One  thing  that  I  do  not 
like  about  fall  is  tne  fact  that  it  is 
so  slow  in  arriving.  Actually, 
you  hardly  even  know  when 
fall  gets  here.  You  think  it  is 
here,  but  it  is  not.  What  hap¬ 
pens  is  that  somewhere  around 
the  end  of  September  there  will 
be  a  cool  night  and  the  temper¬ 
atures  will  drop  down  to  about 
58  to  60  degrees.  You  get  up  the 
next  mommg  and  you  think, 
"Boy,  this  is  great!  Fall  is  in  the 
air.'' The  next  day  you  find  out 
the  temperature  is  back  up  to  98 
or  99  aegrees  and  you  think, 
"Where  did  autumn  go?"  An 
argument  could  be  made  that 
autumn  is  not  even  a  season  of 
the  year  but  just  a  brief  transi¬ 
tional  period  that  holds  sum¬ 
mer  and  winter  together.  So 
while  fall  is  suppose  to  be  on  its 
way,  along  about  the  middle  of 
October  you  begin  to  hear  peo¬ 
ple  complaining  that  it  is  never 
going  to  get  cooler. 

The  one  other  major  thing 
that  I  do  not  particularly  care 
about  autumn  is  the  fact  that  it 
is  when  the  time  changes.  That 
was  not  blamed  on  the  season 
of  the  year  but  on  the  govern¬ 
ment.  Here  is  the  thing.  Days 
are  getting  shorter  in  the  fall 
and  our  government  shortens 
them  even  more.  There  is  a  lot

how  the  government's  mind 
works,  but  the  fact  that  they 
would  take  away  Daylight 
Savings  time  at  the  time  of  the 
year  when  you  need  the  hour 
the  most  somehow  does  not 
make  sense  to  me.  Mow  permit 
me  to  kick  all  of  that  negative 
aside  and  just  tell  you  that  there 
are  some  wonderful  things  to 
be  learned  from  the  fall  of  life.

there  and  wish  they  were  back 
in  their  old  job.  No  doubt  all  of 
us  have  experienced  that  at 
some  time.  I  am  certain  that  I 
have  quoted  over  a  thousand 
time^  to  someone  else  or  even 
to  thyself  a  statement  that  I 
heard  many  years  ago.  It  says, 
"I  wish  I  was  where  I  was  when 
I  was  wishing  to  be  where  I  am 
now."  Autumn  reminds  us  that 
life  is  cyclical. 

The  second  lesson  that  the 
fall  of  the  year  teaches  us  is 
that  death  can  be  beautiful. 
Over  the  years  1  have  known 
people  who  pack  up  and  head 
off  somewhere  west  or  north 
into  the  mountains  to  see  the 
changing  of  the  leaves.  The 
awesome  display  of  God's 
paintbmsh  is  breathtaking.  The 
panorama  of  color  and  contrast 
IS  one  of  fall's  great  contribu¬ 
tions  to  all  of  us.  It  is  a  good 
thing.  We  all  enjoy  it,  but  some¬ 
times  we  forget  that  it  is  all 
made  possible  because  the 
leaves  are  dying.  Rarely  does 
death  ever  get  any  good  press, 
but  come  fall  of  the  year  almost 
without  even  recognizing  what* 
is  taking  place  we  praise  God 
for  the  beauty  of  it. 

Having  been  a  pastor  most 
of  my  life  it  seemed  like  such  a 
rare  thing  through  the  years  for 
death  to  oe  wefcomed  and  for 


the  people  affected  to  see  the 
beauty  m  it.  We  despise  death 
most  of  the  time.  We  rail 
against  its  presence,  try  to  pray 
it  off  the  premises,  and  rarely 
see  any  marks  of  beauty  when 
it  comes.  Along  comes  autunm 
and  we  can  hardly  wait  and 
then  we  celebrate  the  beauty  of 
leaves  that  are  dying.  I  too  have 
had  the  privilege  of  seeing  the 
beauty  that  only  God  can  bring 
at  death.  I  have  seen  great  faith¬ 
ful,  loving  saints  come  to  the 
conclusion  of  life  not  just  taking 
a  last  gasp  but  as  though  they 
were  about  to  take  the  first  step 
into  eternity's  great  parade. 

One  other  lesson  that  we  can 
learn  from  autumn  is  that  this 
phase  in  life  is  but  the  prelude 
to  even  grander  things  to  come. 
Soon  all  of  the  leaves  will  be 
about  the  same  tan  and  brown 
color,  then  they  will  fall,  and  the 
trees  will  look  bare  and  dead. 
But  when  that  time  comes,  just 
remember  that  the  stage  is  now 
set  for  the  glorious  appearing  of 
new  life  of  buds,  flowers,  fresh 
tender  leaves,  and  new  extend¬ 
ed  growth.  God  made  it  that 
way  both  in  nature  and  in  our 
walk  with  Him.  It  seems  as 
though  Paul  could  hardly  con¬ 
tain  himself  as  he  wrote  about 
death.  He  came  to  that  part  of 
the  experience  that  there  is 
more  to  come,  and  it  is  going  to 
be  grand  and  glorious.  In  I 
Connthians  15  he  said  it  this 
way,  "But  thanks  be  to  God  that 
giveth  us  the  victory  through 
our  Lord,  Jesus  Christ." 

God  bless  you  as  you  enjoy 
autumn.

cer  and  double  pneumonia.  He 
was  74  years  of  age. 

Rogers  came  to  Bellevue 
Church  in  1972  and  retired 
this  year,  and  in  his  35  years 
there  helped  build  the  church 
from  a  membership  of  9,000  to 
more  than  29,000.  His  face 
and  voice  were  known  to  mil¬ 
lions  of  believers  worldwide 
thariks  to  his  Love  Worth 
Finding  television  and  radio 
ministry,  which  is  carried  in 
more  than  1 50  countries. 

He  was  elected  SBC  presi¬ 
dent  in  1979,  1986,  and  1987, 
and  is  credited  with  helping 
spark  what  is  now  referred  to  as 
the  Conservative  Resurgence  in 
the  SBC. 

Rogers  is  survived  by  his  wife 
loyce  as  well  as  four  children 
and  nine  grandchildren.
